For  the  third  time  on  the  BYU 
campus  East  and  West  will  clash 
in  formal  debate. 

THE  FIRST  TI.ME  was  when, 
more  than  40  years  ago,  a team 
of  tixree  men,  one  of  them  Presi-. 
dent  Ernest  L,  Wilkinson,  defeat- 
ed a team  from  Piinceton  Uni- 
versity. The  second  dual  occured 
on  March  8,  1961  when  two  Har- 
vard competitors  journeyed  to 
BYU  to  test  their  debating  skills. 

Thursday  two  top  debate  teams 
will  flip-flop  positions  when  BYU 
meets  Harvard  at  10  a.m.  Thurs- 
day in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
Forum  and  switches  sides  on  the 
way  up  tlie  hill  to  the  Smith  Fam- 
ily Living  Center  at  11  a.m. 

IN  THE  FIRST  round  of  this 
demonstration  national  debate, 
BYU  will  defend  the  negative  side 
of  “Resolved:  That  the  Federal 
Govex'nment  should  establish  a 
national  program  of  Public  Work 
for  the  unemployed.”  The  Aca-I 
demic  Emphasis  Committee  is 
sponsoring  the  match.  All  ses- 
sions ai'e  public. 

In  the  second  round,  BYU  debat- 
ers Bo\  d Zollingei'  and  Don  Black ; 
will  take  the  affirmative  side 
against  Har\-ai*d’s  Jim  Turner 
and  Tom  Fritzsche. 

TO  MAKE  A good  debate,  ac- 
cording to  BYU  debate  Coach  Jed 
Richardson,  the  affirmative  side 
must  prove  that  there  is  an  inher- 
ent problem  which  can’t  be  solved 
by  minor  alterations  in  the  status 
quo;  it  must  then  prove  that  this 
problem  is  harmful  and  that  its 
plan  will  solve  it  without  creat- 
ing greater  problems. 

To  win,  the  negative  side  must 
refute  any  one  of  these  points. 

BYU’s  debating  experience  this 
year  includes  honors  in  such  tour- 
naments as  the  International  In- 
vitational at  Columbia  University 
in  New  York,  the  Purdue  Invita- 
tional. Annual  Forensic  Associa- 
tion Spring  Championship  at  San 
Francisco,  Reno  Invitational, 
Kansas  Tournament.  Iowa  State, 
Golden  West  Championship  at 
Redlands,  Calif.,  and  the  Desert 
Invitational  at  Tucson,  Ariz. 

THE  HARVARD  , d e b a tors, 
Turner  and  Fritzsche  have  both 
long  histories  of  debate. 

Turner,  who  is  a freshman  at 
Harvard  from  Dallas,  Texas,  was 
the  first  freshman  in  the  historj- 
of  the  Harvard  Debate  Council  to 


represent  Harvard  at  the  varsity 
level. 

He  debated  three  years  at  the 
Dallas  Jesuit  High  school  and 
graduated  as  valedictorian  of  his 
class. 

FRITZSCHE  is  a sophomore 
majoring  in  Economics.  He  ser- 
ved last  year  as  President  of  the 
P'reshman  debate  Council  and 
participated  extensiv'ely  on  the 
Junior  Vareity  debate  level.  He  is 


from  Davenport,  Iowa,  where  he 
debated  three  years  and  gradu- 
ated as  valedictorian  of  his  class 

At  Cambridge  he  is  in  Harvard 
Radcliffe  Catholic  Club,  Haiward
